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The Argument in the Injumnction Case
Tae Bupreme Court yesterdaylistenod to an
argument on the Migsissippl injunction ease.
The motion for leave to file the application was
disonssed by Attorney-General Stanbory for
the Government, and Robert J. Walker for the
so-oalled State of Mississippl., The whole argu.
ment turned npon the preliminary point,
whother a bill which purports to make An-
drew Johnson defendant as President of the
United States, and 1o enjoin him in the exeou-
tion of his duties as President, should ba
allowed to be filed in the Supreme Court, The
Attorney-General made a powerful address, in
whioch he maintained that the President of the
United States could not be brought before the
Court as a defendant for any purpose what.
ever. He oalled up the history of the Burr
trial, in which the Court, by sabpenn, com

manded  President Jefferson to  coms
before it as a' witness and pro-
duce a certain paper. Jefferson paid

no astention to the subpwna or to the Court,
He gimply wrote a lettar to the District Attor-
ney, in which he stated that he could not
conceive how it was that, under such vircum-
stanoces, the Court should order him to go
there by subpana; that he would not go; that
he did not propose to go; but he said to the
District Attorney that there was no diffionlty
in obtaining the paperin a proper way, bat
he would pay no respect to the subpena,
Thereuapon Colonel Burr himsell moved for
compulsory process to compel the President
to come, Of course that was legilimate; if
the Court, in saying that the President was
amenable to subpona, was right, the Court
waa bound, at the instance of the defendant,
to follow it up by process of attachment, to
compel obedience to its lawfal order. At that
point, howsver, the Court hesitated, and not
step further was taken towards enforcing
he dootrine laid down by the Chief Justics.
Mr. Btanbery said the President was above
the process of any Court, or the jurisdiction of

any Court, to bring him to account as Prasi-
dent. He was amenable ouly to the proosss of
impeachment before the Senate, and could
not be tried even for the commission of mur-

der until he had first been impeached and |

removad from the office of President.
He alad stated that the President would
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Suxaror Nvr or Nuvapa.—One of the great
requisiten of Congressional influence is the
gift of ropartee. Unless a membor or Senator
is ready with a retort, and has the happy
faculty for extemporancous debate, he stands
no chance of coping with his fellows. The
sucoess of nearly all our parliamentary giants
is due to the bitter wittivisma and sppropriate
responses whioh they always have rendy, One
of the youngest, and at the same time most
influential, members of the [United Stales
Sennte, s Hon. James W, Nye, of Nevada. His
tongue 18 a two-edged sword, and when he
once gots on his fect he swoops everything be-
forea him. As an instance of what may be
considered rotorts worthiy even of John Ran-
dolph, we quote from the debate of yasterday
on the subjeet of confirmations: -

Such points as these, thrown off in a running
debate, and evidently Impromptn, show
powers of repartee which will yet place the
Nevada'Senator in the first rank of our Con-
gresgional leaders.

He then went on to trace what would be the
inevitable result in a case like this if the
Court had power to bring the President before
it, They might commit him for contempt,
and then imprison him at will, as no writ of
habeas corpus could release him in that case.
The President would thus be incapacitated
from filling his: office, and that would be
equivalent to his removal,

Mr. Stanbery stated, in closing, that he ap-
peared there by the approbation, advice, and
instructions of the President. And he gaid, in
defense of the President, that, although the
guntlemen in their bill had said that he had
vetood thess acts of Congress as unconstitu-
tional, when the President did that, he did
everything that he intended to do in opposition
to these laws. From the moment that they
were passed over his vetoes there was but one
duty, in his estimation, resting upon him, and
that was faithfully to carry out and execute
these laws. He had instrucled him to say
that, in making thig objection, it is not for the
purpose of escaping from any responsibility
either to perform, or to refuse to perform.

Robert J, Walker replied to the argument
advanced by the Attorney-General, maintain.
ing that the President was amenable to the
Supreme Court, and averring that if the Conrt
ghould issue {18 mandate declaring an act of
Congress to be unconstitutional, and restrain-

ing the President or Becretary of War, or any
of the officers of the army or navy, from
the execution of that act, whoever should
resist that mandate of the Court by force
would be guilty of treason,

The Court held the matter under advise-
ment,

The Adjournment of the Senate.
Wans it not that the debate in®the Senate on
the motion to adjourn on Tuesday next deve-
loped the fact that the resolution had ng real
meaning, we should be mogt emphatically
opposed to its adoption. The explanations
given by the Senators who voted in the aflr-
mative prove, however, that in fixing the ter
mination of the gegsion, they do mot mean to
indicate that the session will terminate on that
day, It would seem that the only object in
the sotion of that boedy is to hurry up the
nominations which are to be sent in. AS§,
however, the President can read the debatea
a8 well as any citizen, and can see thatif he
refuses to hurry, the session will
tinue, we gannot see clearly what good is to
come from the adoption of the day. We hold
that fn the present orisis of the comntry it is
the duty of the Senate to continue in gession
nntil all its duty be performed, and that doty
oonsiste in vejecting every nomines for office
who is not a stern radionl.  Ttis clearly wrong
for them to pass the Tenure of Office bill,
and then adjourn, and leave some of the

offloes vacant, to the detriment of the revenue.

irk it in order to return & few weeks earlier
